Claims 2-9, 11-25 and 27-32 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance : The 
cited prior art does not teach a tire monitoring apparatus that comprises first 
and second pressure chambers where the said chambers are in atmospheric 
communication with one another, when the first chamber is in a first open 
mode and a second closed mode that seals the first chamber from the second 
chamber allowing the tire pressure monitoring apparatus to be calibrated 
with air from the tire. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted 
no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee.
